11. Crewmen going on liberty had to exchange their seamen’s certificates for 
shore permits. Inspection of crewmen leaving the ship was lenient, with 
sometimes none at all, but upon return the inspection was more severe. 

The main street was just outside the wharf, and transportation was by bus, 
carriage and tram car. The city of Dairen was very quiet with few people 
walking on the streets. Most of the civilians wore blue "liberation 
uniforms" or white shirts and blue pants. One wharf worker received a 
monthly salary of JMP 600,000, of which JMP 400,000 was needed for food. 

12. MiG’s flew over Dairen, singly and in groups of three, every ten minutes or 
half an hour, evidently on practice flights. The airfield was in northwest 
Dairen . 


13 • Few Soviets were on the streets in Dairen, but sometimes they rode along in 
jeeps. A Soviet, with civilian clothes and a brief case in his hand, did not 
have enough money to pay his bill after finishing lunch in a small restaurant. 
The owner argued with him in Russian and sent his boy for public security 
cadres. A cadre, who had been seated at another table, came up and paid the 
balance of the bill.
